To inſtance only in that Paſſage about the th three 
wooden Machines mentioned in the Introduction: 
In the Original Manuſcript, thete was a Deſcrip- 
tion of a Fourth, which thoſe who had the Papers 
" their Power, dlotted out, as having ſomething 
in it of Satyr, that I ſuppoſe they thought was too 
particular, and therefare they were forced to 
change it to the Number Three, from whenee 
ſome have endeavoured.to ſqueeze out a dangerous 
Meaning that was never thought on. And indeed 
the Gonceit was half ſpoiled by changiug the Num- 
ders; that of Hour being much more Cabaliſtick, 
and therefore bettet expoſing the pretended Virtue 
of Numbers, a ſuperſtition there intended to be 
ridiculed.

They are indeed like Annuals that grow about a 
young Tree, and ſeem to vye with it for a Sum- 
mer, but fall and die with the Leaves in Autumn, 
and are never heard of any more. When Dr. 


Eachard writ his Book about the Contempt of 


the Clergy, Numbers of thoſe Anſwerers imme- 
diately ſtarted up, whoſe Memory if he had not 
kept alive by his Replies, it would uow be utter- 


- Iy unknown that he was ever anſwered at all. 


There is indeed an Exception, when any great 
Genius thinks it worth his while to expoſe a fooliſh 
Piece; ſo we (till read MarvePs anſwer to Parker 
with Pleaſure, although the Book it anſwers be 
ſunk long ago: Ss the Earl of Orrery's Remarks 
will be read with Delight, when the Diſſertation 
he expoſerh will neither be ſought nor found; but 
theſe are no Enterpriſes for common Hands, not 
to be hoped for above once or twice in an Age. 
Men would be more ; cautions. of loſing. their 
Time in ſuch an Undertaking, if they did but 
conſider, that to anſwer a Book effectually, te- 
quiteth more Pains, and Skill, more Wit, Learning, 
and Judgment than were employed inthe Writing it. 
And the Author aſſures thoſe Gentlemen whohave 
given themſelyes that Trouble with him, that his 
Diſcourſe is the Produ® of the Study, the Obſer- 


vation, and the Invention of ſeveral: Years ; thar 


he often blotted out much more than he left; and 
if his Papers had not been a long Time out of 
bis Poſſeſſion, they muſt have ſtill undergone more 
ſevere Cotrections: And do they think ſuch a 
Building is to be battered with Dirt-Pellets, how- 


ever envenomed the Mouths may be that diſcharge 
them. He hath ſeen the Productions but of two

In the latter of which, 
he hath generally ſucceeded well enough ; and the 
Project at that Time was not amiſs, to draw in 
Readers to his Pamphlet, feveral having appeared 
deſirous that there might be ſome Explication of 
the more difficult Paſſages. Neither can he be al- 
together blamed for offering at the InveCtive 
Part, beeauſe it is agreed on all Hands, that the 
Author -had given him ſufficient Provocation. 
The great Objection is againſt his Manner of 
treating it, very unſuitable to one of his FunQi- 
on. It was determined by a fair Majority, that 
this Anſwerer had, in a way not to be pardoned, 
grawn his Pen againſt a certain Great Man then 
alive, and univerſally revereuced for every good B 
Quality that could poſſibly enter into the Com- ehief 
poſition of the moſt accompliſned Perſon; it haye 
was obſerved, how he was pleaſed and affect - on ;

Tuts Anſwerer hath been pleaſed to find Fault 
with above a Dozen Paſſages, which the Author 
wilt not be at the Trouble of defending, farther 
than by aſluring the Reader, that for the greater - 
Part the Reflecter is entirely miſtaken, and forceth - 
Interpretations which never once entered into the 
Writer's Head, nor will (he is ſure) into that of 
any Reader of Taſteand Candor ; he allows Two 
or Three at moſt there produced to have been de- 
livered unwarily, for which he deſires to plead the 
Excuſe offered already, of his Youth, and Frank- 
neſs of Speech, and his Papers being out of his 
Power at the Time they were publiſhed. .

Bor it wobld be good to know what Deen 
this Reflecter was ſerving, when he concludes his 
Pamphlet with a Caution to the Readers, to be- 
ware of thinking the Author's Wit was entirely 
his own : Surely this muſt have had. ſome Allay 
of Perſonal Animofity, at leaſt mixt with the De- 
ien of ſerving the Publick by ſo uſeful a Diſcove- 
ry ; and it indeed touches the Author in a very 
tender Point, who inſiſts upon it, that thtough the 
whole Book he has not borrowed one ſingle Hint 
from any Writer in the World ; and he thought, 
of all Criticiſms, that would never haye been one, 
He conceived it was never diſputed to be an Ori- 
ginal, whatever: Faults it might have. However. 
this Anſwerer produces three Inſtznces to prove 
t Author's Hit is not his own in many Places. 


The firſt is, that the Names of Peter, Martin 
and Jacl, are borrowed from à Letter of the late 


Duke of Buckingham, Whatever Wit is con- 
tained in thoſe three Names, the Author is con- 
tent to give it up, and defires his Readers will ſub- 
ſtract as much as they placed upon that Account; 
a: the ſame time proteſting ſolemnly that he never 
once heard of that Letter, except in this Paſſage 
of the Anfwerer: So that the Names were not bor- 
rowed as he affirms, though they ſhould happen to 


de the ſame, which however is odd enough, and 


what he hardly believes, that of Fack being not 
quite ſo obvious as the other two. The ſecond

in many Years after. It was neceſſary, that Cor- 
ruption ſhould have ſome Allegory, as well as the 
reſt; and the Author invented the propereſt he 
could, without enquiring what other People had 
writ, and the commoneſt Reader will find, there 
is not the leaſt Reſemblance between the two Stos 
ries. The third Inſtance is in theſe Words: I

that Conjecture proves an utter Falſhood, thoſe 
two Clauſes will be a ſufficient Excuſe for this 
worthy Crit ck. The Matter is a Trifle; but 
would he venture to pronouuce at this Rate upon 
one of greater moment! I know nothing more 
contemptible in a Writer than the Character of a 
Plagiary: which he here fixes at a Venture, and 
this, not for a Paſſage, but a whole Diſcourſe, 


taken out from another Book only paatatis-iratan- 


dis. The Author is as much in the dark about 
this as the Anſwerer; and will imitate him by an 
Affirmation at Random; that if there be a Word 
of Truth in this Reflection, he is a payltry, imi- 
tating Pedant, and the Anſwerer is a Perſon of 
Wit, Manners and Truth. He takes his Boldaeſs, 
from never having ſeen any ſuch; Treatiſe. in his 
Life, nor heard of it before; and he is ſure it- is 
impoſſible for two, Writers: of different times and, 
countries to agree in their thoughts after ſuch a. 
Manner, that two continued Diſequrſes ſhall. be 
tlie ſame, only mazaiis mutandis. Neither will:

he inſiſt upon the Miſtake of the Title; but-tet- 
the Anſwerer and his Friend produce any Book 
they pleaſe, he defies them to ſhow one ſingle 
Particular, where the judicious Reader will affirm 
he hath been obliged for the ſmalleſt Hint; giving 
only Allowance for the accidental encountring of 
a ſingle Thought, which he knows may ſome- 
times happen; although he has never yet found it 
in that Diſcourſe, nor hath heard it objected by any 
body elſe. | 1 


So that if ever any Defign was unfortunately 
executed, it muſt be that of this Anſwerer, who, 
when he would have it obſerved that the Au- 
thor's Wit is not his own, 'is able to produce but 
Three Inſtances, T'wo of them meer T riftes, and 
all Three manifeſtly falſe. If this be the Way 
theſe Gentlemen deal with the World in thoſe 
Criticiſms, where we have not Leiſure to defeat 
them, their Readers had need be cautious how 
they rely upon their Credit; and whether this Pro- 
ceeding can be reconciled to Humanity or Truth, 
let thoſe, who think it worth their while, deter- 


mine. 


IT is agreed, this Anſwerer would have ſuc- 
ceeded much better, if he had ſtuck wholly to 
his Buſineſs as a Commentator upon the Tale of 4 
Tub, wherein it cannot be denied that he hath 
been of ſome Service to the Publick, and has 


given very fair ConjeQures towards clearing up 


ſome difficult Paſſages ; but, it is the frequent 
Error of thoſe Men (otherwile very commendable 
for their Labours) to make Excurſions beyond 
their Talent and their Office, by pretending to 

int out the Beauties and the Faults ; which 
is no part of their Trade, which they always fail 
in, which the World never expected from them, 
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nor. gave them any Thanks for endeavouring at. 
The Part of Miz-ellizs, or Farnaby would have 
fallen in with his Genius, "and might have been 
ſerviceable to many Readers who cannot enter 
into the abſtruſer parts of that Diſcourſe ; but 
Optat 28 bot piger. The dull, unweildy, 
ill- ſhaped Ox would needs put on the Furniture 
of a Horſe; not conſidering he was born to La- 
bour, to plow the Ground for the fake of ſuperi- 
or Beings; and that he hath neither the Shape, Met- 
tle nor Speed of that nobler Animal he would af- 
fect to perſonate. 


IT is another pattern of this Anſwerer's fair 
dealing, to give us Hunts that the Author is dead, 
and yet to lay the Suſpicion upon ſomebody, I 
know not who, in the Country; to which can 
be only returned, that he is abſolutely miſtaken 
in all his Conjectures; and ſurely Conjectures are 
at beſt too light a pretence to allow a Man to aſ- 
fign a Name in publicx. He condemns a Book, 
and conſequently the Author, of whom he is 
vtterly ignorant; yet, at the ſame time fixes in 
Print, what he thinks a diſadvantageous Charac- 
ter upon thoſe who never deſerved it. A Man 
who receives, a Buffet in the dark may be allow- 
ed to be vexed; but it js an odd kind of Revenge 
to go to Cuffs in broad Day with the firſt he meets 
with, and lay the laſt Night's Injury at his Door. 
And thus much for this diſcreet, candid, pious 
and ingenious Anſwerer, © | 


How he Author came to be 322 de Pa- 
pers, is a Stary not proper to be told, an ve- 
ry little Uſe, being a private Fact, of which the 
Reader would believe as little or as much as he 
thought good. He had however a: blotted Co- 
py by him, which he intended to have writ o- 
FO ver, 
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ver, with many Alterations; and this the Pub- 


liſhers were well aware of, having put it into 
the Bookſellers Preface, that they apprehended a 
ſurreptitions Copy, which was to be altered, Se. 
This, although not regarded by Readers, was a 
real Truth, only the ſarreptitious Copy was ra- 
ther that which was printed, and they made all 
Haſte they could, which indeed was needleſs, the 
Author not being at all prepared; but he hath been 
told, the Bookſeller was ia. much Pain, having 
given a good Sum of Money for the Copy. 


Ix the Author's Original Copy there were nor 
ſo many Chaſms as appear in the Book; and 
why ſome of them were left he knows not ; ha 
the Publication been truſted to him, he ſhould 
have made ſeveral Corrections of Paſſages againſt 
which nothing hath been ever objected. He 
ſhould likewiſe have altered a few of thoſe that 
ſeem with any Reaſon to be excepted againlt ; 
But to deal freely, the greateſt Number he ſhould 
have left untouched, as never ſuſpecting it poſſi- 
ble any wrong Iuterpretations could be made of 
them. „ 


TukE Author obſcrves,. at the End of the Book 
there is a Diſcourſe called 4. Fragment; [which 
he more wondered to ſee in print than all the reſt, 
Having been a moſt imperfe& Sketch with the 
Addition of a few looſe Hints, which he once
